The Sam Spiegel-Anatole Litvak production of ''The Night of the Generals’ is a significant, suspense-laden drama of the 


manhunt for a psychopathic killer, in the midst of war and afterwards, with three German Army generals as the chief 


suspects. The story moves from occupied Warsaw to occupied Paris, to post-war Germany . . . as do the generals and their 


real and military families .. . as do the police of three nations. Given this understanding of the film, the following campaign 


possibilities should not be overlooked: 


THE GENERALS 


WAR CORRESPONDENTS-—They're on the newspapers, 
newscast staffs of radio and television stations and elsewhere. See 
what can be worked out in the way of special features, interviews, 
broadcasts ... dealing with the subject of ''Generals | Have Known." 


RETIRED GENERALS—Perhaps there is one or more living in 
your community? He might be an American, retired from service in 
the United States Army, Air Force or Marine Corps; he might be from 
another nation. Whoever he is and wherever he is from, he could do 
much to help promote ''The Night of the Generals." 


VETERAN S— Men who served on the staff of a general, particu- 
larly, and not only the lieutenants-to-colonels category, but the en- 
listed men. All of them may have anecdotes worth relating. 


BOOK STORES — Book stores, public and school libraries have 
on their shelves numerous books written by and about generals... . 
all nations, all wars! Valuable displays, bulletin board announcements, 
co-op ads and similar mutually-beneficial effort might be put into a 
campaign on the slogan: "Read What They Write of the Generals!" 


‘GENERALS CAN BE 
GREAT DATE NIGHT! 


If you work with organizations on the block sales of tickets, 
the approach might easily be: ''March I5th at ‘The Night 
of the Generals’ is the Night of the Chamber of Commerce!" 
Some such message, in the organization's mailings and on 
its bulletin boards and posters, lends special significance all 
three of its elements: the date, the organization and to the 
picture: Even without group sales: ''The Night of March I 5th 
(or whatever) is 'The Night of the Generals' '' — for your 
opening, and every day! 


Don't forget the local high schools and colleges in respect 
to group sales of tickets to showings of the film, saluting 
them with displays of their school banners at the theatre, 
news stories, transportation to the show in bannered busses, 
etc. Approach education officials on the idea and get their 
approval to the promotion along the lines suggested: "'. . . is 


the Night of Columbus High. 


THE WOMEN 


SPECIAL MAILING-— A letter along the following lines might 
be sent to every woman on the theatre mailing list, and blown-up for 
out-front display. Letter should be signed by theatre manager's wife: 


Dear Blank Theatre Patron: 

As the wife of Blank Theatre manager John Doe, I usually 
manage to see in advance the screen attractions he is bringing 
to Ourtown. I enjoy most of them, as I know you do, and some- 
times there is a film I find it hard to forget. 

The Sam Spiegel-Anatole Litvak production of “The Night of 
the Generals” is such a film, a significant addition to Mr. 
Spiegel’s brilliant record of entertaining films like ‘The African 
Queen,” ’’The Bridge on the River Kwai,” ‘Lawrence of Arabia" 
and ‘On the Waterfront.” 

"The Night of the Generals,” like the internationally-famous 
best-seller on which it is based, is not a war story although 
World War II looms large in the telling. It is a story women will 
want to see and to hold in their memories. 

For one thing, “The Night of the Generals’ includes in its 
stellar cast those two brilliant stars of “Lawrence’’ — Peter 
O'Toole and Omar Sharif. Both play roles unlike anything they 
have brought to the screen, and they do so with all that special 
appeal which has made them so spectacularly popular, O'Toole

— but not quite — devoid of human emotion; Sharif, a German 
Army major dedicated to truth and justice.

THE POLICE 


INTERNATIONAL AID—he search for the killer, in "The 
Night of the Generals," is initiated by an officer of the German 
Army intelligence, Omar Sharif. He works closely with Polish police 
officials in Nazi-occupied Warsaw, and he later conveys his 
findings and his suspicions to an inspector of the French Surete, in 
occupied Paris. The latter carries on the hunt, working with post-war 
German police agents. Your local police officers should be invited to 
comment, via interviews, on the manner in which international police 
cooperation is sought and delivered today, and their own experiences. 


MILITARY POLICE —If there is a major military installation in 
your territory, then there is bound to be an American military police 
contingent, or the Navy's shore patrol. In either case, the officer in 
command might be approached for newspaper/radio/television inter- 
views, comparing his duties to those of the German Army major 
played by Sharif, in "The Night of the Generals."

Filming a “War” on Location 


Most of Poland seemed to be in- 
volved, if only as spectators, when 
Warsaw was “occupied by Nazis”, with 
the consent and support of the Polish 
government, for scenes in the Sam 
Spiegel-Anatole Litvak production of 
“The Night of the Generals.” The 
Columbia Pictures release, filmed in 
Panavision and Technicolor, stars 
Peter O’Toole, Omar Sharif, Tom 
Courtenay, Donald Pleasence, Joanna 
Pettet and Philippe Noiret. 

A Warsaw film unit, composed of 
multi-lingual assistants, complemented 
the French and British technicians 
employed on the film, and an entire 
battalion of crack Polish paratroopers 
were equipped with, and trained in the 
use of, Nazi weapons. They underwent 
the German Army drills of World War 
II and, of course, they wore German 
uniforms. 

Main Warsaw streets saw modern 
strip lighting replaced with the bleak, 
yellow illumination used during the 
war years, and walls and billboards 
were covered with German propaganda 
notices and entertainment posters. Six 
original Nazi army jeeps, now owned 
by students at Warsaw University, 
were in street combat sequences, along 
with motorcycle combinations sup- 
plied by the Polish Army. Barricades 
of barbed wire, wooden beams and 
rubble from bomb sites blocked one 
main traffic intersection for a time. 

Climax of the Warsaw location 
shooting was the destruction of an en- 
tire four-story building in the center 


of the city, supposedly from shells 
fired by Nazi panzer taks. The Polish 
authorities permitted the purchase of 
two neighboring plots of ground, on 
which the building was constructed in 
accordance with an over-all master- 
plan which would permit gradual de- 
struction and fire before the final ex- 
plosion and collapse of the structure. 
It worked, but it was as tense a mom- 
ent for producer Sam Spiegel as that 
earlier time, in Ceylon, when he had 
one chance to blow up the bridge ‘‘on 
the River Kwai”... failure would have 
added hundreds of thousands of dollars 
to the cost of the film, and months of 
additional shooting time. 

Polish parents brought their children 
to witness the explosion, and other 
location scenes for “The Night of the 
Generals,” and to show them what it 
had been like when the Nazis were 
ravaging Europe. Other spectators, 
and would-be technical advisers, in- 
cluded men and women who had work- 
ed in the Polish underground, and 
proudly showed the stars and behind- 
camera technicians how they had 
fought Germans. 

Maurice Jarre, Academy Award win- 
ner for his “Dr. Zhivago” and “Law- 
rence of Arabia” scores, composed and 
conducted the music for “The Night of 
the Generals.” The film was directed 
by Anatole Litvak, based on the best- 
selling novel by Hans Hellmut Kirst. 
Joseph Kessel and Paul Dehn adapted 
the Kirst novel and Dehn wrote ad- 
ditional dialogue.

Pleasence is an actor who can be 
just about anything and anybody he 
wants to be, to the delight of directors 
and producers, and the pleasure of his 
audiences. His acting career began, as 
most British acting careers begin, on 
the stage, in repertory. His first tre- 
mendous success was in a television 
production of George Orwell’s “1984” 
and, later, in the screen version of 
this play.

Raze’ Warsaw 


In the post-war days of the late 
forties, Russian builders moved into 
war-devastated Warsaw to _ begin 
work on the construction of a new 
‘Culture Palace,’ the gift of the Soviet 
Union to the Polish people. The squat 
grey-stone memorial looked down on 
the second “destruction” of this city,

In the shadow of its sober dome, 
beetle-like armored cars and German 
panzer tanks roared through the 
narrow cobbled streets. From _pill- 
boxes and behind barricades, blank- 
faced storm troopers watched as 
house after house toppled over into 
the town square amid rubble and 
flames. After a silence of twenty years, 
the sidewalks were once again echoing 
the sinister tramp of German‘jackboots 
—with a difference—this time. Now 
they were being worn by young Polish 
actors and the destruction, vivid 
though its reconstruction appears was 
for the purposes of the film, 

“The Night of the Generals,” whose 
plot is set in the dark days of the 
Nazi occupation era, was filmed in 
Warsaw and Paris, and it stars Peter 
O’Toole, Omar Sharif, Tom Courten- 
ay, Donald Pleasence, Joanna Pettet 
and Philippe Noiret. It was adapted 
for the screen by Joseph Kessel and 
Paul Dehn, with additional dialogue 
by Dehn, from the best-selling novel 
by Hans Hellmut Kirst. The music 
was composed and conducted by Maur- 
ice Jarre. 

The reprisals of the Nazis in War- 
saw, including the mining of numerous 
buildings, play an essential part in the 
film. To reconstruct the events of this 
era realistically, an entire town square, 
consisting of houses and shops, was 
built by the film crew in the center of 
the city—only to be subsequently 
mined with explosive charges and 
blown up for the purpose of shooting. 

“Almost horrifyingly real,” was the 
verdict of Polish bystanders, many of 
whom were war survivors who had 
brought along their children to give 
them a glimpse of the city’s history. 
Ace special effects expert Bob Mac- 
Donald spent over two months work- 
ing exclusively on the delicate prep- 
parations necessary for the scene.

Paris, of course, remains Paris but 
a considerable amount of work had to 
be done to return some location scenes 
to their 1944 appearance, and then 
bring time back to today. The Hotel 
Raphael served as the Hotel Excel- 
sior, Nazi SS headquarters for pur- 
poses of the film. The vast Hotel 
Palais d’Orsay was turned into the 
Nazi Army’s map rooms and war 
headquarters. The Jeu de Paume Mus- 
eum in the Tuillerie Gardens was re- 
stored to its 1944 appearance for a 
visit by Peter O’Toole, in his role as 
a Nazi general on leave in Paris. 

For the film, Field Marshal Rommel, 
played by Christopher Plummer in a 
cameo role, is killed by attacking 
Spitfires at Omerville, just outside 
Magny - en - Vexin.
